REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: while Olson 
suggests the use of perfluoroalkyl polymers with carboxy methyl cellulose polymers, 
hydroxypropyl methyl cellulose and methyl cellulose are not species in the genus of 
carboxy methyl cellulose and thus the reference's suggestion to use carboxymethyl 
cellulose would not suggest the use of methyl cellulose or hydroxypropyl methyl 
cellulose.
